A method of detecting leakage in a heat exchanger is known from D1 , whereby 
helium is introduced™ a first side of the heat exchanger and the presence of said 
helium is detected on a second side of the heat exchanger. In the present 
application, the same method is essentially performed, in addition to reversing the 
pressure of first and second side and performing the same method with a second 
tracer introduced into the second side of the heat exchanger. 

The present application thus satisfies the criterion set forth in Article 33(2) PCT 
because the subject-matter of claims 1 and 2 is new in respect of pnor art as 
defined in the regulations (Rule 64(1 )-(3) PCT). 

3. Article 33/3) POT (inventive step) 

The problem to be.solved.by the present invention is to improve the detection .... 
accuracy of the leakage detecting method. This is achieved by applying the same 
method in the reverse direction when the first tracer is not detected by applying a 
second tracer on the second side and measuring its presence on the first side. D2 
essentially discloses a similar method to D1 in which one tracer is introduced on 
one side and detected on the other side. 

4 The documents D1 and D2 have not been identified in the description nor has the 
relevant background, art.rtisclpsed therein been discussed.The requirements of 
Rule 5.1 (a)(ii) PCT are, thus, not fulfilled. 
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
